equipped with draws, is th* contor- 
tion of the war department. And tte 
department proposes to compel there 
changes in the bridges to be mace 
and completed by January L 1918, a' 
cording to notices sent out from tie 
office of the department engineer n 
Jacksonville this week 


Before issuing this order, howev«r 


the department will hold a pubic 
hearing in Daytona June 19th, for the 
purpose of giving all parties interest 
•ed an opportunity to be heard on toe 
matter 


The attention of the war dep 


ment was called to the location of 
bridges some time ago and Col Lajue 
came down here and made an invjtsti 
gation His report of the matter was 
made direct to the war departnjent 
Slnco that time Col Ladue has ieen 
transferred from the Jacksonville ot 
flee and Major Bell, now in charfe ot 
this district, Juts sent the News the 
following communication. 


"Whereas, the Secretary of W« has 


good reason to believe that the county 
bridge and the bridge ot the Florida 
East Coast Railway company over 
Spruce creek, are unreasonable ob- 
structions to the free navigation of 
-said waterway on account ef'Bet hav 
ing either a draw or suflelent clear- 
ance above high water; 


"It Is proposed to require the fol 


lowing changes to bo made in said 
bridges and the same Shall be com 
pleted by January 1 191*. to-wit: 


"Alter said bridges so- aa to pro 


vide openings not less Itmtrfet feet 
In width with clear head-r*nm at 
mean low water of not less than 10 
teet or in lieu thereof tn install Bat 
Isfactor> draw spans with horizontal 
openings of 21 feet in order to enable 
boats to use the 
< tunnel through tins 


stream with reasonable ease

situated In life that they must earn their living and the money with which 
to pay their taxes by Working long hours at their various trades, professions, 


ccupations and places ot business, and that the people of our City are al 
ads' heavily burdened with various speplal taxes and bond issues 


Your Charter Board also recognized the fact that, not through the In- 


dividual shortcomings of those worthy citizens who are now, or have here- 
tofore been in charge of our City government, but by reason of the faults 
ajid limitations of our present City Charter, our tax payers are not enjoying 
Uhe economy and efficiency of municipal government to which they are en- 
titled • nor has our City had that degree of civic progress, the foundation of 
which nature has so abundantly bestowed, and for which her progressive clt 
aens have so earnestly striven 
The crying need of improving upon our present form of City government

The heaviest part of the destine 


tive tornado that passed over the mid- 
dle western states last Saturday 
struck the town of Matoon, III, where

ter from Ellsworth to his folks here 
describes the conditions there after 
the storm. 


"Am sending you one of this morn 


Ings papers with reports of the 
cyclo'ne which hit this town Saturday 
afternoon 
Words can not begin to 


express the suffering here caused by 
the storm 
The town is under martial 


control with five companies of the 
national guard 


"There were close to three hundred 


drafted and volunteered as special 
police to guard the homes and prop 
erty destroyed and damaged 
I was 


one of the first ton to volunteer and 
was on duty from Saturday afternoon 
about four o'clock until Sunday about 
9 30 without anything to eat, and no 
sleep, so I am rather tired today 


"Crooks from all over the state 


were here and kept us busy all night 
shooting at them and arresting them 
There were women thieves as well 
as men 


'Fred happened to be at 
the 


Country club and was not hurt, but 
was scared sick 
He had to pump a 


band car in eleven miles, so he went 
to bed instead of doing police duty 
He is all right this morning 


•Saturday night and Sunday we 


.ouldn't buy anything to eat at the 
lafcs without a permit card and then 
several went hungry 
Things are in 


fairlv good shape this morning but 
the town Is still under guard 


I knew onlv one fellow that was 


killed 
The most ot thorn were of 


the liboi'Ing class ind mostly women 
and childrt n and old mt n as all of 


liu VOUIIK men were at work 


I was at Kcfcler s when it ill hap 


pencil only five blocks from whor« 
the nio^t damage was clone 
Along 


this street tiie-o was little damage 
with the exception of uprooting trees 
tearing oft shjngles 
breaking win

was over

Ralph Pellet, who had spent the 


greater part of his life m New Smyr- 
na and was well known m this city, 
met with a fatal accident at Wbr- 
thlngton Springs 
near 
Gainesville, 


last Sunday afternoon and died in 
Gainesville Monday morning 


The news of his death came as a 


shocking surprise to his friends and 
acquaintances in this city 
The fol- 


lowing account of the accident has 
been received from Qainesville 


'Quite a crowd of young Gainesville 


boys took advantage of the Sunday 
excursion rate out to Worthlngton 
Springs Sunday afternoon, expecting 
a good time, but Immediately after 
arriving there one of their number 
sustained an injury which ruined the 
afternoon for them and resulted in the 
death of Ralph Pellet, aged about 22, 
a popular young boy of the city 


' It was Ralph's first visit to the 


springs, and af'er putting on his bath- 
ing suit, he stepped out on the spring 
board and dove In 
He was known 


to be a good swimmer and diver 
When he came to the surface^* 
spectators noticed that he was strjg. 
gling and that his head was bleei • 
Ing 
They called to the other boys 


in the pool to go to him, and he was 
immediately taken from the water. 
Etalph revived consciousness at once 
and said that he hadn't swallowed any 
water, but he could not use his limbs 
at all 
He was Immediately removed 


to the hotel and medical aid sum- 
moned 
Th» doctor said he was tem- 


porarily paralyzed from the blow, 
Mt that he would probiUy be all 
right in a few hours The doctor sal 
it would be all right to move lf~ 
Gaincsville, and he was taker 
on the evening train

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PROPOSED NEW COMMISSION-MANAGER PLAN CHARTER 


(Continued from Pago Eight) 


Section US. 
SEWER, WATER AND GAS CONNECTIONS: 
Before 
Wring, or otherwise surfacing or resurfacing any street or alley of th 
•City, the City Manager shall determine the time within which sewer, gas 
•water or other connections shall be constructed, and shall give notice there 
of to the person or corporation required to make the same, and if Any perso 
or corporation falls to make any such connection when so requested, n 
permission to make the same shall thereafter be granted within five year 
from the completion of any such street Improvement, unless for specia 
reasons approved by the City Commission and expressed by resolution 
adopted unanimously at a regular meeting of the City Commission at which 
all members are present, which resolution shall state the reasons for grant 
Ing the permission. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to prohibit the Clt; 


Commission from providing that such connections be made bv the City an* 
the cost thereof assessed to the lots and lands benefited thereby 
Section 146 
EXPENDITURES IN EXCESS OF $20000: 
When an 
•expenditure, other Wan the compensation of persons employed bv the City 
•exceeds $200,00, such expenditure shall be first authorized and directed b 
-ordinance of the City Commission and no contract involving an expenditun 
In excess of such sum shall be made or awarded except upon the approva 
•of the City Manager and the City Commission 


Section 147. 
MODIFICATION OF CONTRACTS: 
When in the opln 


Ion of the City Manager it becomes necessary for the prosecution of any work 
or improvement under contract, to make alterations or modifications in such 
•contract, such alteration or modifications. If made shall be of no pffect untl 
the price to be p?id for the work or material, or both, under altered or mod 
1fied contract has been agreed upon in writing and signed by the contractor 
«nd by the City Manager and approved by the City Commission 


Section 148 
BIDS IN EXCESS OF ESTIMATE: 
In no instance shal 


contracts be let, where bids for parts of the work are taken the aggregat" 
of which exceeds the estimate for the improvement contemplated 


Section 149 
CONTRACTS, WHEN VOIP: 
All contracts, agreements 


•or other obligations entered into, and all ordinances passed or resolutions 
-and orders adopted, contrary to the provisions of the preceedmg section, 
•shall be void 


STREETS AND PUBLIC GROUNDS. 


Section 150. 
SIDEWALKS: -The City Commission may by resolu 
lion declare that certain specified sidewalks, curbing gutters or drains, street 
paving, sanitary and storm sewers, shall be constructed or repaired 
Upon 


the passing of such resolutions, the City Manager shall cause written notice 
of the passage thereof to be served upon the owner, or agent of owners, of 
•each parcel of land abutting upon each sidewalk, who may be a resident of 
the City in the manner provided by law for the service of summons in civil 
•action 
He shall return a copy of the notice with the time and manner of 


•service endorsed thereon, signed by the person serving it, to the City Auditor 
and Clerk, who shall file and preserve such return 
For the purpose of such 


service, if the owner of any such property be not a resident of the City any 
person charged with the collection of the rent or the pavment of taxes on 
such property, or having control thereof in any way shall be regarded as 
the agent of the owner and service upon such person shall have the like 
rtorce and effect as though personal service were made upon the owner there 
of 
If it appears in any such return however that tho owner Is a non resi 


dent, or that neither such owner or agent could be found one publication of 
a copy of the resolution in a newspaper of general circulation in the City 
shall be deemed sufficient notice to such owner

There was one of his- 
tory, one of natural science, one which 
he called "Odds and Ends." But they 
were not merely W>ks of extracts 
from newspapers. They had bits ot 
plants and ribbons, shells tied on, and 
carved scraps of bone and wood, which

he had taught the men to cut for him, 
and they were beautifully Illustrated. 
He drew admirably. He had some of 
the funniest drawings there, and some 
of the moat pathetic, that I have ever 
seen In my life.

Well, he said his rending and Us 


notes were his profession, and that 
they took five hours and two hours 
respectively of each day. 
"Then,"1 


said lip, "every man should have a di- 
version as well as a profession. My 
natural history Is my diversion." That, 
took two hours a day more. The men 
used to bring him birds and fish, bnt 
on a long cruise he had to satisfy htm* 
self with centipedes and cockroaches 
end such small game. He was the only 
naturalist I ever met who knew any- 
thing about the habits of the house fly 
and the mosquito. All those people 
can tell you whether they are Lepl- 
doptora or Steptopotera; but as for 
telling how you can get rid of them, 
or how they get away from you when 
you strike them, why, Linnaeus knew 
us Iluie of that as John For, the Idiot 


did. These nine hours made Nolan's" 
regular dally "occupation." The rest 
of the time he talked or walked. Till 
he grew very old, he went aloft a great 
deal. He always kept up his exercise 
and I never heard that he was 111. If 
any other man was ill, he was the kind- 
est nurse In the world; and he knew 
more than half the surgeons do. Then 
It anybody was sick or died, or if the 
captain wanted him to on any other 
occasion, he was always ready to read 
prayers. I have remarked that he 
read beautifully. 


My own acquaintance with Philip 


Nolan began six or eight years after 
the war, on my first voyage after I 
was appointed a midshipman. It was 
In the first days after onr slave trade 
treaty, 
while the reigning house 


which was still the house of Virginia 
had still a sort of sentlmentallsm 
about the suppression of the horrors 
of the middle passage, and something 
was sometimes done that way. We 
•were In the South Atlantic on that 
business. From the time I Joined, 1 
believe I thought Nolan was a sort of 
lay chaplain—a chaplain with a blue 
coat I never asked about htm. Ev- 
erything In the ship was strange to 
me. I knew It was green to ask ques- 
tions, and I suppose I thought there 
was a "Plain-Buttons" on every ship 
We had him to dine In our mess once 
a week, and the caution was given that 
on that day nothing was to be said 
about home. Bnt If they had told ns 
not to say anything about the plane 
Mars or the book of Deuteronomy, 1 
should not have asked why; there were 
a great many things which seemed to 
me to have as little reason. I flrsl 
came to understand anything about 
"the man without a country" one day 
when we overhauled a dirty little 
schooner which had slaves on board 
An officer was sent to take charge 01 
her, and after a few minutes he sent 
back bis boat to ask that someone 
might be sent him who could speak 
Portuguese. We were all looking over 
the rail when the message came, and 
we all wished we could Interpret when 
the captain asked who spoke For 
tngnese. But none of the officers did 
and just as the captain was sending 
forward to ask If any of the people 
could, Nolan stepped out and said he 
should be glad to Interpret, If the cap- 
tain wished, aa he understood the Icn 
cnage. The captain thanked htm, fit- 
ted ont another boat with him, and In 
this boat It was my luck to go. 


When we got there. It was such a 


scene aa you seldom see, and never 
want to. 
Mistiness beyond account, 


and chaos run loose in the midst of th< 
lustiness. 
There were not a great 


many of the negroes; but by way 
of making what there were understand 
that they were free, Vaughan had had 
their handcuffs and anklecuffs knocked 
off, and, for convenience' sake, was 
patting them upon the rascals of the 
schooner's crew. The negroes were, 
most of them, out of the hold, and 
swarming all round the dirty deck, 
with a central throng surrounding 
Vanghan and addressing him in every 
dialect and patois of a dialect, from 
the Zulu click up to the Parisian of 
Beledeljereed. ' 


As we came on deck, Vanghan 


looked down from a hogshead, on 
which he had mounted In desperation, 
and said: 


Tor God's love, Is there anybody 


who can make these wretches under- 
stand something? The men gave4bem 
rum, and that did not quiet them. I 
knocked that big fellow down twice, 
and that did not soothe him.

Then there waa inch a yell of delight 
tllnchlna; of nets, leaping and dancing, 
Uaalnr of Nolan's feet, and a general 
roth made to the hogshead by way of 
spontaneous worship of Vaughan as 
•the dent ez inn china of the occasion. 


"Tell them," raid Vanghan, well 


pleased, "that I will take them all to 
Cape Patanas.'' 


This did not answer so well. Cape 


Palmas was practically as far from 
the home* of most of them as New Or- 
leans or Bio Janeiro was; that Is, they 
would be eternally separated from 
home there. And their Interpreters, as 
we could understand. Instantly said, 
"Ah, non Palmas," and began to pro- 
pose Infinite other expedients In most 
voluble language. Vaughan was rath- 
er disappointed at this result of bis 
liberality, and asked Nolan eagerly 
what they said. The drops stood on 
poor Nolan's white forehead as he 
hushed the men down, and said: 


"He says, 'Not Palmas.' He says, 


Take us home, take us to our conn- 
try, take us to our own house, take 
us to our own pickaninnies and our 
own women.' Be says he has an old 
father and mother, who will die. If 
they do not see him. And this one 
says he left his people all sick, and 
paddled down to come and help them, 
and that these devils caught him in 
the bay just In sight of home, and 
that he has never seen anybody from 
home since then. And this one says," 
choked ont Nolan, "that he has not 
heard a word from bis home In six 
months, while he has been locked up 
In an infernal barracoon." 


Vanghan always said he grew gray 


himself while N'olan struggled through 
this interpretation. I, who did not un- 
derstand anything of the passion In- 
volved In It, saw that the very ele- 
ments were melting with fervent heat, 
and that something was to pay some- 
where. Even the negroes themselves 
stopped howling as they saw Nolan's 
agony, and Vaugttan's almost equal 
agony of sympathy. As quick as he 
could get words, he said: 


"Tell them yes, yes; tell them they 


shall go to the Mountains of the Moon, 
If they will. If I sail the schooner 
through ttoe Great White Desert, they 
shall go home!" 


And after some fashion Nolan said 


so. And then they all fell to kissing 
him again and wanted to rub his nose 
with theirs. 


But he could not stand It long; and 


getting Vaughan to say he might g'o 
back, he beckoned me down Into our 
boat. As we lay back In the stern 
sheets and the men gave way, he said 
to me: "Youngster, let that show you 
what It is to be without a family, with- 
out a home, and without a country. 
Aiftl If you are ever tempted to say a 
word or to do a thing that shall put 
a bar between you and your family, 
your home, and your country, pray 
tlod In his mercy to take you that In- 
stant home to his own heaven. Stick 
by your family, boy; forget you have 
a self, while you do everything for 
them. Think of your home, boy; write 
and send, and talk about It. Let It 
be nearer and nearer to your thought, 
the farther you have to travel from It; 
and rush to it, when you are free, as 
that poor black slave Is doing now. 
And for your country, boy," and the 
words rattled In his throat, "and for 
that flag," and he pointed to the ship, 
"never dream a dream but of serving 
her as she bids yon, though the serv- 
ice carry yon through a thousand hells. 
No matter what happens to you, no 
matter wbo flatters yon or who abuses 
you, never look at another flag, never 
let a night pass but yon pray God to 
bless that flag. Remember, boy, that 
behind all these men you have to do 
with, behind officers, and government, 
and people even, there is the country 
herself, your country, *nd that you 
belong to her •• you belong to your 


mother. Stand by her, boy, as 


you would stand by your mother. If 
those devils there had cot hold of her 
today!* 


I was frightened to death by hli 


calm, hard passion; but I blundered 
ont that I Would, by all that was holy, 
and that I had never thought of doing 
anything else. Be hardly seemed to 
hear me; but 'he did, almost In • 
whisper, say: "Oh, It anybody bad 
Mid so to me when I was of your age 1" 


I think It was this half-confidence at 


nil, which I never abused, for I never 
told this story till now, which after- 
ward Dad* ns great friends.

Be nev- 
er Intentionally added to the difficulty 
or delicacy of the charge of those who 
had him In hold. 
Accidents would 


happen; bnt they never happened from 
his fault. Lieutenant Truxton told me 
that when Texas was annexed, there 
was a careful discussion among the 
officers, whether they should get hold 
of Nolan's handsome set of maps, and 
cut Texas ont of it, from the map 
of the world and the map ot Mexico. 
The United States had been cut ont 
when the atlas was bought for him. 
But It was voted rightly enough, that 
to do this would be virtually to reveal 
to him what had happened, or, a* 
Harry Cole said, to make him think 
Old Burr had succeeded. So it waa 
from no fault of Nolan's that a great 
botch happened at my own table, when, 
for a short time, I was In command of 
the George Washington corvette, on 
the South American station. We were 
lying in the La Plata, and some of the 
officers, who had been on shore, and 
had just Joined again, were entertain- 
ing ns with accounts of their misad- 
ventures In riding the half-wild horses 
of Buenos Aires. Nolan was at table, 
and was In an unusually bright and

On Battlefield! of France. 


Such progress as was made during 


the week in pushing back the Germans 
In France was mainly by the French 
in their campaigns south and south- 
east of Laon and east of Reims 
In 


both sectors they gained important 
ground, seizing the dominating heightx 
above the Allette valley and In the vi- 
cinity of Moronv'lllers General I'etaln 
thus put his troops in position to 
threaten the Reims salient held by 
the Germans, and to attack the Laon 
fortress from the rear and compel the 
retirement of the Teutons in this en- 
tire sector. 


The British were busy consolidating 


the positions they had won along the 
Hlndenhnrg line from Arras to Bulle- 
oourt and repelling the repeated and 
vigorous counter-attacks of the Ger- 
mans

The change in the personnel of the 


state health officer, which has bi 
announced In the dally press, Is an 
event of large importance to the poo 
pie of Florida 


More than twenty-eight years have 


passed since 
the state legislature, 


called in special session for that pur 
pose, authorized and directed the 
formation of the present state board 
of health. 
Tbe action was deemed 


imperative to resist the recurrence of 
conditions which had brought disas 
ter to the entire state by the yellow 
epidemic of 1888 
Prior to that time 


each county or section had been a law 
unto itself 
for its own protection 


against the invasion of contagious 


the like, and the shotgun was the 
strongest argument 


Tho management of the new organ 


ization was lodged m tbe state board 
of health appointed by the governor, 
and the first board selected for its 
executive officer, known as the state 
health officer, Dr Joseph Y Porter a 
retired medical officer of the United 
States army He wab chosen, accortl 
ng to law, for a term of four years 
The wisdom of this selection has been 
attested by the re-election of Dr For 


the abundance of his experience, the 
federal government hu called him 
back to the colon, restoring him to 
the active list on the army rolls. It 
has believed that It has the stronger 
claim on his brand of preparedness 
than the state, and Florida has sur- 
rendered him to the higher authority 
with the sincerest regret. For the 
first time another occupies the Im 
portant post—Dr J. H. Taylor, who 
has been for yean an assistant to 
Dr Porter and Is widely known on 
account of his public health work 


To few men IB U given to see the 


development of their work and their 
ideas to a completion so successful 
and fruitful as to Dr. Porter, the re- 
tiring health officer. 
Nature endow- 


ed him with qualities which make 
men pioneers. 
The training of his 


military career made his natural en 
dowments most effective. The result 
Is Florida's board of health, which in 
practical efficiency ranks,among the 
leading organizations of its kind In 
the country 
Backed by the hearty, 


sympathetic support of the men who 
have called him to this post, he has 
fairly and squarely won the credit 
of building the board from its crea- 
ion to Its present standing 
It is a 


work of which any man might well 
be proud 
Florida honors him for 


his accomplishments and prays for 
him new honors and successes as he 


His 


experience u a physician and sani- 
tarian yean ago brought him recog- 
nition among the medical officers of 
the national health service and sim- 
ilar organizations. 
H« has been call- 


ed frequently and often Into their 
councils to decide and plan for the 
health of the netlon. The American 
Medical association has made drafts 
on his store ot experience, particular- 
ly with regard to the controlling of 
contagious diseases and protecting 
the country from their invasion And 
as he goes higher In this crisis of the 
nation, he seas his native state freed 
from the dread of invasion by yellow 
fever, he sees smallpox controlled 
with narrow local limits and the sick 
and death rates of the state reduced 
materially from the figures ot thirty 
years ago.

APPOINTMENT: The City Commission shall appoint a 


City Manager who shall be a civil engineer and shall be the administrative 
head of the municipal government under the direction and supervision of 
the City Commission, and he shall hold office at the pleasure of the City 
Commission. 
He shall be chosen solely on the basis of his executive, ad- 


ministrative and civil engineering qualifications, 
without regard to his 


political beliefs, and he need not be a resident of the City or County at the 
time of his appointmeent. 
During the absence or disability of the City 


Manager, the City Commission may designate some properly qualified person 
to temporarily execute the functions of the office; provided, that prior to 
May 1, 1920, no person shall be appointed City Manager who Is at the time 
of his appointment a resident of the City of New Smyrna or of the County 
in which such City ia located.

The City Manager shall receive as 


compensation not less than fifteen hundred dollars per year.

City Commission, and his final removal shall not take effect until such hearing 
has been had, but the City Commission may suspend him from office pending 
such hearing.

The Municipal Court shall have authority to preserve order and decorum and 
i-hall be invested with the same powers to that end by fine and imprisonment, 
as are possessed and authorized to be exercised by Criminal Courts of Record 
within the State. 
All fines, penalties and fees collected in the Municipal 


Court and by the police of the City shall he a part of the revenue of the City 
and shall be paid to the City Auditor and Clerk on the day on which col- 
lected, and receipt taken therefor. 
The moneys so paid into the City depos- 


itory may by ordinance of the City Commission, be appropriated to any par- 
ticular fund and shall thereafter be used in accordance with such ordinance.

REPORT OF ARRESTS: 
It shall be the duty of the Chief

committals that have been made since the last session of the Court, the 
names of the accused and the offences with which charged, the names of the 
witnesses in the respective cases and the bonds or other securities of those 
who may havo been released, if any there be.

prisoned after conviction in the Municipal Court shall be required to work 
for the City at such labor as their health and strength will permit, within or 
without the limits of the City, not exceeding eight hours each day and for not 
exceeding sixty consecutive days for one offence.

relating to their offlctel duties, 
He shall prepare all contracts, bonds and 


other Instrument* In writing In which the nunlclpalty Is concerned, and 
aball endorse on each bis approval of the font and correctness thereof, and 
no contract with the minlcipallty shall take effect until his approval Is so 
endorsed thereon. 
He snail be the prosecutor in the Municipal Ccmrt when 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY, PUBLIC WORKS AND WELFARE. 


Section 50. 
DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF CITY MANAGER: 


The City Manager as the administrative officer of the City shall be the head 
ot each department provided for under this Charter, and shall be responsible 
for Its successful and business-like operation. 
He shall be the active head 


of the D apartment of Public Safety, Public Works and Welfare, which de- 
partment shall have cognizance of all matters making for the welfare of the 
community, such as the control of Its charitable and correctional Institutions 
and the management and supervision of all public improvements, works and 
undertakings of the City, except as otherwise specifically provided tor 
under this Charter. 


Section SI. 
PUBLIC HEALTH: 
When authorized by ordinance of 


the City Commission, the City Manager may appoint a City Health Officer, 
whose duty it shall be to enfore the rules and regulations of the State Board 
ot Health and the ordinance!, of the City relative to the preservation and 
promotion of thp public health and to recommend such action from time to 
time as he may deem necessary for the prevention, abatement and suppres- 
sion of nuisances and for the preservation of the 
life and health of the 


Inhabitants of the City. 
The City Health Officer will also perform such 


duties with regard to the sanitary inspection of the City and supervision ot 
the production, transportation, storage and sale of food and foodstuffs as is 
necessary and proper, awl will perform such other duties as may from time 
to time be required of him by the City Manager, under the ordinances or 
resolutions of the City Commission. 
The City Auditor and Clerk shall keep 


a complele and accurate system of vital statistics.

POLICE FORCE: 
The police force of the City of New 


Smyrna shall consist ot a Chief of Police and as many subordinate officers, 
policemen and employes as the City Commission shall by ordinance de- 
termine.

written authority of the City Manager.

The Chief of Police shall attend 


all meetings of the City Commission and aid In tho enforcement of order 
under the direction of the presiding officer.

He shall attend In person or by deputy

purpose issued, to whom, and the amount thereof; he shall keep account with 
all disbursing officers and employes of the City, showing the amounts they 
have received from different sources of revenue, and the amounts they have 
disbursed, as authorized under the ordinances of the City.

i list of all certificates issued for work or for any other purpose, and, be- 
fore the levy by the City Commission of any special tax upon any property 
in the City, or any part thereof, he shall furnish to the City Manager for 
the information cf the City Commission, a schedule of all lots or parcels 
or land which may be subject to the proposed tax or assessment and which 
it may be necessary to levy on. which said schedule shall be certified by 
his affidavit and shall ba prima facie evidence of the facts stated therein. In

Acting upon such schedule the City Commission may, if they deem 


such special tax or assessment legal and just, cause the same to be levied.

CERTIFICATE OF FUNDS: 
After May 1, 1918, no con- 


tract, agreement or other obligation involving the expenditure of money shall 
be entered into, nor shall any ordinance, resolution or order for the ex- 
penditure of money be passed by the City Commission or be authorized by 
any officer of the City, unless the City Auditor and Clerk first certifies to 
the City Commission or to the proper officer, as the case may be, that the 
money required for such contract, agreement, obligation or expenditure, is 
in the depository t,, the credit of the fund from which it is to be drawn, and 
not appropriated for any other purpose, which certificate shall be filed and 
immediately recorded.

• idcred unappropriated until the city is discharged from the contract, agree- 
ment or obligation. 
All moneys actually in the depository to the credit of 


the fund from which they are to be drawn, and all moneys applicable to tha 
payment of obligations or appropriations Involved, that are anticipated to 
come into the depository before the maturity of such contract, agreement 
or obligation, from taxes or assessment*, or from sales or services, products 
or by-products, or from any City undertaking, fees, charges, accounts, and 
bills receivable, or other claims in the process of collection; and all moneys 
applicable to the payment of such obligation or appropriation, which are to 
be paM Into thp depository, prior to the maturity thereof, arising'from ths 
sale or lease of lands or other property and the money to be derives from 
lawfully authorized bonds sold and in process of delivery, shall, for the pur- 
pose of such certificate, be deemed in the depository to the credit of the 
appropriate fund and subject to such certification.

•for each such year or years as may have been omitted or was illegally sold 
for taxes, at the cash value thereof at the time, noting distinctly the year or 
years when such omissions occurred, and such assessment shall have the 
same effect as if made in the year or years when assessments were omitted, 
and taxes shall be levied and collected thereon In like manner together with 
the taxes for tbe year in which assessment Is being made; but no land shall 
be assessed for more than three years arrears of taxes, and all lands shall be 
subject to be assessed into whomsoever's hands they may have come.

occupant, or as belonging to an unknown* owner. 
In case the real owner 


fails or refuses to make return of his property, as herein required, the City

PETITIONS FOR P.LACE ON PRIMARY BALLOT: 
Can- 


didates tor the office of City Commissioner shall be nominated only by a 
non-partisan primary election, in the event there are more than two per- 
sons nominated by petition. 
The name of any elector of the City.shaU be 
printed upon the primary ballot It there Is filed with the City Auditor and 
Clerk a petition In accordance with the following provisions, to-wlt: 
(a) Such petition* shall state the name of each person whose 


name li presented tor • place upon the ballot and that he Is a can- 
didate tor the, once of City Commissioner tor the City of New 
Smyrna, Florida. 


(b) Such petition* ahall be signed by electors of the munici- 
pality equal In number to fifteen per cent ot the total number of 
registered voters In the City. 


(c) Such petitions shall contain a provision that each signer 
thereto thereby uledges himself to support and vote for the candi- 
dates whose names are therein presented for a place upon the bal- 
lot, and each elector signing a petition shall add to his signature 
the date of signing, and may subscribe to one nomination for each 
of the places to be filled and no more. 
All signatures shall be made

to one paper, but to each separate paper there shall be attached an 
affidavit of tbe circulator thereof, stating the number of signers 
thereto; that each person signed, in his presence on the date men- 
tioned, and that the signature is that of the person whose name it 
purports to be.

A petition for the recall of the City Commissioner or City Commis- 


sioners designated, signed by at least twenty per cent of the electors of the 
City, and containing a statement In not more than two hundred words of the 
grounds of the recall, shall be filed with the City Auditor and Clerk, who 
shall forthwith notify the City Commissioner or City Commissioners sought 
to be recalled, and he or they, within five days after snob notice, may tile 
with such City Auditor and Clerk a defensive statement in not exceeding 
two hundred words. 
The City Auditor and Clerk shall at once upon the 


expiration of said five days cause sufficient number of typewritten copi«s 
of such petition, without the signatures, to be made, and to each of them he 
shall attach a printed or typewritten copy of such defensive statement, if one 
is furnished him within the time stated. 
He shall cause copies ot such 


petition to be placed on file in his office and provide facilities there for sign- 
ing the same, and he shall immedately cause notice to be published in some 
newspaper of general circulation in the City of the placing of such copies of 
such petition. 
Such copies of such petition shall remain on file in the place 


designated for a period of thirty days, during which any of them may be 
signed by any elector ot the tJlty in person; but not by agent or attorney. 
Bach signer of any such copy shall sign his name in ink or indelible pencil 
and shall place thereafter his -residence by voting precinct and street num- 
ber, if his place of residence la numbered.

one hundred cents In value for e^ry dollar of taxes and that the burden of 
taxation will be more justly distributed. 


Some of its chief advantages may be briefly mentioned as follows: 
1. It establishes a simple, direct and business-like form of government. 
2. It makes elective officers responsible to public opinion by means of 
the initiative and referendum. 


3. It creates a single-headed administrative establishment, and this ad- 
ministrative unity makes for harmony between departments, since all are sub- 
ject to a common hsad. 


4. It insures expertness in" administration at the point where it is most 


valuable, namely: at the head. 


5. It takes politics out of City affairs by limiting the number of persons 


to be voted for each year to a single legislative officer; thus enabling the 
community to center on the best material available. 
, 


0. It affords to capable men the opportunity of holding office during 


good behavior, plus tending to the development of trained public servants 


7. It furnishes, through the recall, a simple method of removing in- 


efficient or corrupt officials 


8. It secures full publicity of official acts, yet eliminates wasteful 


methods of legal advertising 


9. It prohibits candidates from soliciting ,office by improper methods. 
10. It provides for the adoption of a "Civic Plan" for New Smyrna; 


thus insuring future improvements and civic development along definite and 
comprehensive lines, and toward the accomplishment of a general plan de- 
vised by expert opinion and previously approved and adopted by the people 
of the City. 


11. It creates a purchasing department which will effect great saving 


in the purchase of supplies. 


12. It safeguards the City in franchise matters. 
13. It affords a means, for avoiding much unnecessary tearing up of 
streets for service connections. 


14. It corrects our faulty system of taxation; affording a means for 


equalizing the same and for increasing the recorded taxable values while re- 
ducing the millage levied. 


15. It provides the means whereby the people of any locality within the 


City may. by their own initiative, obtain needed Improvements which will 
specially benefit their property. 


16. Through the Initiative it provides a simple and easy method of di- 


rect legislation whenever necessity demands it. 


17. It recognizes the people as the sole source of governmental power 


and Imposes upon each member of the community the duty and responsibility 
of actively interesting himself in the affairs of the City.

mitted herewith is what is known as the "Commission-Manager Plan," and, 
that it may be more thoroughly understood, its organization and the distri-

He told me once, 
with a grave smile, that no man In the 
world lived so methodical a life as he.

but that he read Just five boor* a day. 
"Then," he said, "I keep up my note- 
books, writing In them at such and 
such hours from what I have been 
reading; and I include In them my 
scrapbooks." These were very curious 
Indeed. He had six or eight, of differ- 
ent subjects. There wa* one of his- 
tory, one of natural science, one which 
he called "Odds and Ends." But they 
were not merely \>ooks of extra- 
from newspapers. They had bit* of 
plants and ribbons, shells tied on, and 
carved scraps of bone and wood, which

he had taught the men to cut for htm, 
and they were beautifully Illustrated. 
He drew admirably. He had some of 
the funniest drawings there, and some 
of the most pathetic, that I have ever 
seen In my life. I wonder who will 
have Nolan's scrapbooks. 


Well, he said his reading and hi*. 


notes were his profession, and that 
they took five hours and two hour*, 
respectively of each day. "Then,"' 
suid IIP, "every man should have a di- 
version as well as a profession. My 
natural history Is my diversion." That 
took two hours a day more. The men 
used to bring him birds and fish, but 
on a long cruise he had to satisfy him- 
self with centipedes and cockroaches 
end such small game. He was the only 
naturalist I ever met who knew any- 
thing about the habits of the house fly 
and the mosquito. All those people 
can tell you whether they are Lepl- 
doptera or Steptopotera; but a* for 
telling how you can get rid of'them, 
or how they get away from you when 
you strike them, why, Linnaeus knew 
us little of that as John Foy, the Idiot 


did. These 'nine hour* made Nolan's" 
regular dally "occupation." The rest 
of the time to talked or walked. Till 
he grew very old, he went aloft a great 
deal. He always kept up his exercise 
and I never heard that he was ill. If 
any other man was 111, he was the kind- 
est nurse In the world; and be knew 
more than half the surgeons do. Then 
If anybody was sick or died, or If the 
captain wanted him to on any other 
occasion, he was always ready to read 
prayers. I have remarked that to 
read beautifully. 


My own acquaintance with Philip 


Nolan began six or eight years after 
the war, on my first voyage after I 
was appointed a midshipman. It was 
In the first' days after our slave trade 
treaty, while the reigning house, 
which was still the house of Virginia, 
tod still a sort of sentlmentallsm 
•bout the suppression of the horrors 
of the middle passage, and something 
was sometimes done that way. We 
were in the South Atlantic on that 
business. From the time I Joined, I 
believe I thought Nolan was a sort of 
lay chaplain — a chaplain with a blue 
coat I never asked about htm. Ev- 
erything In the ship was strange to 
me. I knew it was green to ask ques- 
tions, and I suppose I thought there 
was a "Plain-Buttons" on every ship 
We had him to dine In our mess onci 


week, and the caution was given tha 


on that day nothing was to be sal 
about home. But If they had told 
not to say anything about the plane 
Mars or the book of Deuteronomy, 
should not have asked why ; there we: 
a great many thing* which seemed tc 
me to have as little reason. I flrs 


to understand anything abou

when we overhauled a dirty llttl 
schooner which had slaves on board 
An officer was sent to take charge o 
her, and after a few minutes he sen 
back hi* boat to ask that someon 
might be sent him who could spea 
Portuguese. We were all looking ove 
the rail when the message came, an 
we all wished we could Interpret, whe 
the captain asked who spoke Poi 
tngnese. But none of the officers did 
and just as the captain was sendln 
forward to ask If any of the peopl 
could, Nolan stepped out and said h 
should be glad to Interpret, If the cap- 
tain wished, as he understood the Ian 
(ttage. The captain thanked htm, fit 
ted out another boat with him, and i 
this boat It was my luck to go. 


When we got there. It was such

and chaos run loose in the midst of th 
lustiness. 
There were not a grea 


many of the negroes; but by way 
of making what there were understam 
that they were free, Vaughan had ha< 
their handcuffs and anklecuffs knocked 
off, and, for convenience' sake, wa 
putting them upon the rascals of the 
schooner's crew.

This did not answer so well. Cape 


Palmas was practically as far from 
the home* of most of them as New Or- 
leans or Bio Janeiro was; that is, they 
would be eternally separated from 
home there. And their Interpreters, as 
we could understand, instantly said 
'Ah, non Palmas," and began to pro- 
pose Infinite other expedients in most 
voluble language. Vaughan was rath 
er disappointed at this result of his 
liberality, and asked Nolan eagerly 
what they said. The drops stood on 
poor Nolan's white forehead as he 
bushed the men down, and said: 


"He says, 'Not Palmas.' He says, 


Take us home, take us to our conn- 
try, take us to our own house, take 
us to our own pickaninnies and our 
own women.' He says he has an old 
father and mother, who will die. If 
they do not see him. And this one 
says he left his people all sick, and 
paddled down to come and help them, 
and that these devils caught him in 
the bay just in sight of home, and 
that he has never seen anybody from 
home since then. And this one says,' 
choked out Nolan, "that he has not 
heard a word from his home In six 
months, while he has been locked up 
In an infernal barracoon.1 


Vanghan always said he grew gray 


himself while N'olan struggled through 
this interpretation. I, who did not un- 
derstand anything of the passion In 
volved in It, saw that the very ele- 
ments were melting with fervent heat, 
and that something was to pay some- 
where. Even the negroes themselves 
stopped howling as they saw Nolan's 
agony, and Vaughan's almost equal 
agony of sympathy. As quick as he 
could get words, he said: 


"Tell them yes, yes; tell them they 


shall go to the Mountains of the Moon, 
if they will. If I sail the schooner 
through the Great White Desert, they 
shall go home! 


And after some fashion Nolan said 


so. And then they all fell to kissing 
him again and wanted to rub his nose 
with theirs, 


But he could not stand It long; and 


getting Vaughan to say he might go 
back, he beckoned me down Into our 
boat As we lay back in the stern 
sheets and the men gave way, he said 
to me: "Youngster, let that show you 
what it Is to be without a family, with- 
out a home, and without a country. 
AiiH if you are ever tempted to say a 
word or to do a thing that shall put 
a bar between you and your family, 
your home, and your country, pray 
Hod In his mercy to take you that In- 
stant home to his own heaven. Stick 
by your family, boy; forget you have 
a self, while you do everything for 
them. Think of your home, boy; write 
and send, and talk about It. Let It 
be nearer and nearer to your thought, 
the farther you have to travel from it;

And for your country, boy," and the 
words rattled In his throat "and for 
that flag," and he pointed to the ship,

No matter what happens to you, n 
matter who flatters yon or who abuses 
yon, never look at another flag, neve 
let a night pas* but yon pray God t 
bless that nag. Remember, boy, tha 
behind all these men yon have to do 
with, behind officers, and government 
and people even, there is the country 
herself, your country, and that yon 
belong to her a* yon belong to your 
own mother. Stand by her, boy, 
yon would stand by your mother, 
those devils there had got hold of her 
today!"

Lansing Against Stockholm Meet. 
What America thinks, officially, of 


the coming peace conference of soci-" 
alists at Stockholm was made Clear last 
week when Secretary of State Lansing 
announced that passports would be de- 
nied any Americans desiring to go to 
the meeting and that any Americans 
participating therein would be liable 
to prosecution under the Logan act for- 
bidding Individual meddling In foreign 
relations. 
Evidently the government 


believes, as does most of the rest of 
the world, that the conferences is but 
one Of the kaiser's schemes to disrupt 
the entente. 
Russia and all neutral 


nations were notified of this action. 


About the same time rumors came to 


Washington that Russia already luid 
concluded an armistice with Berlin or 
Vienna, or both. 


That a|l the fangs were not drawn 


from the jaws of the old Russian 
regime was evidenced Tuesday when 
an unsuccessful attempt was made to 
assassinate Minister of War Kcrensky. 


To add to the perplexities of the pro- 


visional government of Russia, the 
Swedish political party, representing 
most of the wealthy and influential 
classes In Finland, met In congress nnd 
declared for a complete separation of 
the grand duchy of Finland from Ilus- 
Kla and its establishment as a sover- 
eign state. 


Over In China the kaiser lost anoth- 


er point when President LI Yuan HUNK 
dismissed from office Premier Tuan 
Chi Jui, who hail effectually blocked the 
efforts of the rest of the cabinet and 
a large part of the parliament to have 
China declare war on Germany. I>r. 
Wu Ting-fang, former ambassador to 
the United States, was made acting 
premier and authorized to form a new 
cabinet. 


Declaration of war by Brazil against 


Germany was brought nearer by the 
request of President Braz that con- 
gress revoke the decree of neutrality 
and that Brazil take a stand along- 
side of the United States. 


On Battlefields of France. 


Such progress as was made during 


the week In pushing back the Germans 
In France was mainly by the French 
In their campaigns south and south- 
east of Laon and east of Reims. In 
both sectors they gained important 
ground, seizing the dominating heights 
above the Allette valley and In the vi- 
cinity of Moronvilllers. General I'etain 
thus put his troops In position to 
threaten the Reims salient held by 
the Germans, and to attack the Laon 
fortress from the rear and compel the 
retirement of the Teutons In this en- 
tire sector.. 


The British were busy consolidating 


the positions they had won along the 
Hlndenhnrg line from Arras to Bulle- 
court and repelling the repeated and 
vigorous counter-attacks of the Ger- 
mans. Von Hlndenbnrg was prodigal 
ntn 'the use of the fresh troops brought 
from the Russian front, but In every 
Important Instance his attempts to re- 
gain lost ground was fruitless, and the 
slaughter was terrible. 


In reply to the Italian push toward 


Trieste the Austrian* began a violent 
counter-offensive In the Trentino, tem- 
porarily gaining some ground from 
which they were driven later. The ad- 
vance on Trieste slackened somewhat 
during the first part of the week, but 
this was only to gather force, for on 
Thursday General Cadorna's troops 
smashed their way through the Aus- 
trian lines on a wide front from Cas- 
tagnavlna to the Gulf of Trieste. 
This front had been strongly fotlned 
by the AustrWns and was considered 
by them almost Impregnable. 
The 


Italians took the town of Jamlano, and 
captured »,00v prisoners. Including 300 
officers. Ten batteries of British ar- 
tillery took an Important part In the 
areat battle. 


U. «- Help* I* War an U-toats. 
The British admiralty In Its weekly 


report showed blf Increases In the ar- 
rivals and sailings and decrease In the 
number of vessels sunk by submarines, 
and ga»« ample credit to the American 
destroyers for this (ratifying shewing. 


JfaUowlag ckwtly on the admiralty 


report came the announcement that 
German submarines had sunk the 
British transport Transylvania and 
French steamer Sontay, in the Medi- 
terranean with the loss of 458 lives. 
Another vessel torpedoed was an un- 
named American steamer of 8,000 tons 
carrying a cargo for Switzerland. The 
British admit they are combating the 


.; U-boats only with "hard work and In- 


finite pains," but American Inventors 
are still busy. Hudson Maxim said he 
had perfected a device that would 
make ships immune from the subma- 
rine peril, nnd Lewis Herzog, an artist, 
was said to have devised a method for 
painting vessels that greatly reduces 
thrfr visibility at sea. William Mar- 
coni, who came over with the' Italian 
war mission, says the Italians are now 
using a device with which 13 subma- 
rines were destroyed in the first three 
weeks of its operation. 


The lirst detachment of United 


States army engineers readied London 
on Wednesday on its way to'France. 
Two units of the American hospital 
corps also arrived in England.

4. Gives the president power to pre- 


vent use. of grain or food in the manu- 
facture of liquor at his discretion. 


5. Gives the president power to con- 


trol all distribution agencies by means 
of licensing. 


6. Gives the president power to fix 


food and groin standards. 


7. Gives the president power to pur- 


chase, store and dispose of necessaries 
of life In order to break "corners" and 
otherwise regulate supply and prices. 


8. Provides for taking over by the 


government of factories, mines, or 
plants the owners of which do not com- 
ply with the president's orders. 
, 


0. Gives the president power to per- 


mit the mixing of corn and wheat flour 
and to establish percentage of flour to 
be obtained from wheat. 


10. Provides that the president may 


delegate any or all of the powers con- 
ferred on him by the bill to any per- 
son he may designate.

and the demand for those securities 
was great throughout the country, and 
increased every day.

HONOR IS DUE 


State Board of Health Bulletin 


The change in the personnel of the 


state health officer, which has been 
announced In the dally press, Is an 
event of large importance to the peo- 
ple of Florida. 
. 


More than twenty-eight years have 


passed since the state legislature, 
called In special session for that pur- 


IB, authorized and directed 
the 


formation of the present state board 
of health. 
The action was deemed 


mpcratlve to resist the recurrence of 
conditions which had brought disas- 
ter to the entire state by the yellow 
epidemic of 1888. 
Prior to that time 


each county or section had been a. law 
unto itself 
for its own 
protection 


against the invasion of coatagious 
disease, yellow fever, smallpox and 
the like, and the shotgun was the 
strongest argument. . 


The, management of the new organ- 


ization was lodged in the state board 
of health appointed by the governor, 
and the first board selected for Its 
executive officer., known as the state 
lealth, officer, Dr. Joseph Y. Porter, a 
retired medical officer of the United 
States army. He was chosen, accortl- 
ng to law, for a term of four years. 
The wisdom of this selection has been 
attested by the re-election of Dr. Por- 


ter by seven cou»TJ 
health. 


In the ripeness of his years tad 


the abundance of his experience), the 
federal government has catted .him 
back to the colon, restoring him to 
the active list on'the army rolls. It 
has believed that It has the stronger 
claim on his brand of preparedness 
than the state, and Florida has sur- 
rendered him to the higher authority 
with the sincerest regret. For the 
first time another occupies the im- 
portant post—Dr. J. H. Taylor, who 
has been for yean an assistant to 
Dr. Porter and Is widely known on 
account of his public health work.

sympathetic support of the men who 
have called him to this post, he has 
fairly and squarely won. the credit 
of building the board from its crea- 
tion to Its present standing. 
It Is a 


work of which any man might well 
be proud. Florida honors him for 
his accomplishments and prays for 
him new honors and successes as he 


experience as a physician and sani- 
tarian years ago brought him recog- 
nition among the medical officers of 
the national health service and sim- 
ilar organizations. 
H« has been call- 


ed frequently and often Into their 
councils to decide and plan for the 
health of the nrtlon. The American 
Medical association has made drafts 
On his store of experience, particular- 
ly with regard to the controlling of 
contagious diseases and protecting 
the country from their invasion. And 
as he goes higher In this crisis of the
